by Coroner Berry and a jury into the 
General Slocum disaster, in which 
nearly liXX' lives were lost by the 
burning and sinking of the excursion 
steamer, resulted in a verdict in 
which the directors of the Kuiokor- 
1 hooker Steamboat Company, Captain 
; Van Shaick of the Slocum; Captain 
Pease, the commodore of the com¬ 
pany’s fleet, and others were held 
criminally responsible. Warrants for 
tlieir arrest were issued. 

Tiie mate of the Slocum, according 
to tho jury, acted in a cowardly man¬ 
ner, and the misconduct of Steamboat 
Inspector Emulherg, it was recom¬ 
mended, should lie brought to the at¬ 
tention of the Federal authorities. 
The charge in each case was man¬ 
slaughter in the first degree. Several 
have been arrested. Bail was fixed 
by the Coroner varying from 8HKM) to 
85000. 

The jury finds “that the officers 
and directors of the steamship com¬ 
pany were guilty of criminal negli 
[ gence iu the failure to see to the 
! proper equipment of the General Slo- 
| cum In the matter of the fire-fighting 
and life-saving apparatus on board

ing appliances. 

“That Edward Plannagan, the umte, 
acted in a cowardly manner, and we

day of the disaster. 

“That in the opinion of this jury 
{the misconduct of Henry Lundberg, 
the Government inspector, in failing 
to report to his superiors the true 
facts concerning the vessel’s lire ex¬ 
tinguishing and life saving equipment 
j should be brought to the notice of the 
United States prosecuting officials, 
and we further recommend that said 
Henry Lundberg be held for criminal

Government Victim of Sharpers. 

Honolulu.—By perjury and false 
I statements the Hawaiian Government 
lias been robbed of twenty-three acres 
'of public land on the island of Ha¬ 
waii. Acting Governor Atkinson in¬ 
tends to leave no stone unturned in 
an effort to recover this property to 
the Territory, it is said that a sur¬ 
veyor was fooled into drawing up in¬ 
correct maps on tbe false testimony 
of persons interested in portions of 
this rice land. 

Former Chaplain Commits Suicide. 

Santa Ana.—F. R. Moore, a cook 
at the Baxter ranch in Placentia, died 
from an overdose of morphine, taken 
with suicidal intent. Despondency 
was the cause of the suicide. Moore 
was a chaplain and soldier in the Un¬ 
ion Army, was at one time with the 
United States consular service in 
Italy, and was a minister in the Meth¬ 
odist church. 


Washington.—A war against fraudu¬ 
lent matrimonial agents has beer*, de¬ 
clared by the Postotfice IVpartment. 
Two of these concerns which have 
been operating recently in several 
large cities, including New York, Bos¬ 
ton and New Orleans, have h«‘*>n de¬ 
nied the use of the mails by issuance 
of fraud orders. Fraud orders were 
issued for several patent medicine

Those who live in 
1 the cities ure familiar, also, with the 
practice of allowing policemen and 
I firemen who have served 20 or 30 years 
i to retire on a pension. Indeed, In New 
i York all teachers, when they accept 

■ employment, agree that a small per- 
I centage of their salaries shall be re- 
| tained by the Board of Education to 
j swell the pension fund. The penslon- 
| ing of government clerks, common In 

Europe, has not yet been approved by 
the American people. It has been 
suggested, however, ns a way of re¬ 
lieving the departments in Washington 
of the old men who are incapacitated 
because of their infirmities, in order 
to make room for younger and more 
efficient men. The national civil serv¬ 
ice commissioners have recently taken 
a census of the clerks in the executive 
departments, with their age, status un¬ 
der the rules, length of service, and 
military service, if any, so that those 
considering the matter may have the 
facts at hand necessary to the draft¬ 
ing of a bill to meet the situation. 
There seents to lie no disposition to 
turn out the clerks who have grown j 
old and feeble. The civil service com¬ 
missioners think that they ought to be j 
taken care of in some way, and many 
Congressmen agree with them. What¬ 
ever disagreement has manifested it- ■ 
self is chiefly upon the method to he 
employed.

There Is nothing more exas¬ 
perating than to be forced to listen to 
the nerve-racking noises made by one 
who knows nothing of singing, unless 
it he the Joint efforts of two or more 
of the same kind, and the more there 
are of them the worse it is. There Is 
congregational singing that might be 
suppressed as calculated to Incite to 
disturbance of the peace. The same 
critic strikes nearer the truth lu the 
remark that "music is one of the great 
est factors for good or evil that exists 
to-day" and ir this he true why give 
it over exclusively to the service of 
evil? Whether the church uses u 
choir or the congregation sings, in 
either case those who try to sing 
should lie taught how to sing. The 
lest of all human things is the use that 
is made of them.

CLARA BARTON. 

Her Cureer Recalled by Her Kflaigna- 
tion from the Presidency of the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross Society-Succeeded by 
Mrs. John A. Logan, 


After nearly half a .century of loving 
service to her suffering fellow mortals, 
during which she has personally di 
I rented the relief work in times of war, 
fires, flood, famines, pestilence and 
! epidemics, she who is one of the 
warmest and wisest humanitarians of 
the age, whose tender nursing, loving 
sympathy and unfailing courage won 
lor her among the soldier boys of 
j ’C0-’65 the name of ‘The Angel of the 
, Battlefield,” Miss Clara Barton, lias 
stepped down from the high place aha 
has so long occupied and has been suc¬ 
ceeded by Mrs. John A. Logan, as pres 
ident of the American Red Cross Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The resignation of Miss Barton, as 
the head of the Red Cross Society In 
this country, Is the culmination of sev¬ 
eral years of internal strife in that 
body. A number of the members of 
the Board of Management have been 
demanding an accounting of the funds 
of the society and suggesting that Miss 
Barton retire from the active presi¬ 
dency. There has been of late consid¬ 
erable distrust of the management of 
Red Cross affairs because of Miss Bar 
ton’s age and her inability to manage 
Its person the business of the great oi^ 
ganizatlon. Be that as it may, whoh 
one thinks of the good that Miss Bar¬ 
ton has done for her country und Im¬ 
munity, of her noble life work and 
sweet character, It seems deplorable 
that in the evening of her splendid 


Ion general, and who succeed* Mls» 
Barton as president of the Red Cross 
Society, is no stranger to work along 
those lines. She it was who instituted 
the famous “striped hospital” of the 
Civil War. Immediately after the bat¬ 
tle of Belmont, in Missouri, 500 of Gen. 
I.ogan’s men came down with the mea¬ 
sles. Here was a predicament. There 
was no such thing as a hospital in 
which men could be sheltered. There 
was no one to nurse the brave young 
fellows who had just gone so gallant¬ 
ly through their first battle, uot even 
tents lu which they could be quarter¬ 
ed. Mrs. Logan was the woman of the 
hour and rose to the emergency with 
that strength and decision that have 
always marked her character. She 
marshaled a few of the officers’ wives, 
and detailing them with a generalship 
of which any veteran might be proud, 
made a complete and exhaustive can¬ 
vass of the surrounding counties in 
the battle section. The men were sick 
at Cairo, Ill., and 24 hours after she 
had started out Mrs. Logan was back 
with a carload of supplies, gathered 
from hundreds of farmhouses. The 
hospital was in the City Hotel. The 
wives.mothers and sweethearts in that 
pa rt of the country opened out their 
stores of household goods most gener¬ 
ously. Not only were there delicacies 
for the sick soldiers, but fine, soft 
homespun blankets, of brilliant stripes 
and hues, patchwork quilts of gorgeous 
design, family heirlooms ungrudgingly 
yielded up. It was these coverlets 
that gave to the hospital the name by 
which every veteran of the war re¬ 
members it to-day. Tho “striped hos¬ 
pital” will go down in history with the 
rosters of the old soldiers of the Civil 
War. 

In the work of nursing in those aw¬ 
ful days of carnage Mrs. Logan played 
a noble part. Day after day she held 
the chloroform sponges for the sur¬ 
geons when there was an arm or leg 
to be amputated, or helped to dress

SELECTING APPLE TREES. 

Nothing is of more importance in 
planting tin apple orchard than in 
the tree you start with. 

Two-year-old apple trees are usual¬ 
ly best for planting. Correspondence 
with the leading orebardists shows 
that more than three-fourths of them 
| prefer two-year-old trees. In the sta 
I tion grounds where we have planted 
trees of various ages for a good many 
1 years the two-year-olds have univer¬ 
sally given the best results, consider¬ 
ing the expense of handling, the sub¬ 
sequent care they need, etc. A few 
j growers prefer large one-year-old 
trees but they generally admit that 
these require more careful cultivation 
for the first year or two to get them 
established. Occasionally a grower 
prefers three-year-old trees. If care¬ 
fully taken up with a good root sys¬ 
tem and planted near by so they are 
not handled much, three-year-old j 
trees may be transplanted so they will 
do well. If dug with an ordinary 
nursery tree digger so that tHe root 
system is cut quite short, and are j 
packed and shipped, the three-year- j 
i old tree is likely to give unsatisfac- 
; tory results. 

Other things being equal, it is best 
to secure trees from home nursery¬ 
men. They generally know what va- i 
riety will succeed best in your neigh¬ 
borhood, ar.d can give much special 
culture direction and other valuable 
advice. The nurseryman should be a 
kind of horticultural educator in his 
community. In selecting home-grown 
trees one is not likely to introduce 
insects or diseases which are not al- ; 
ready in the neighborhood. Again, 
one can have the opportunity and ad¬ 
vantage of visiting the nursery and 
selecting the trees that he wants. One 
should plant straight, symmetrical 
and vigorous trees, but not necessar- 
! ily largo ones.—Ex.

life she should be subjected to humili¬ 
ation and misrepresentation. 

Miss Barton’s Career. 

A native of Massachusetts, where 
she was born seventy-four years ago, 
Miss Barton’s life work began with 
the Civil War. when she gave up all 
thought of any other occupation and 
consecrated her life to the services 
of her fellow men. Her first expert 
once In the field was at the battle of 
Bull Run. Undaunted by the sight of 
blood, the cries and groans of the 
wounded, or the shrieks of the dying, 
this "Angel of Mercy” continued in 
her good works during the whole of 
tbut long and bitter struggle. Aside 
from her services lu behalf of the sick 
and wounded soldiers, she was keenly 
alive to the necessity of a better sys 
tern of Identification for those of the 
dead who, for lack of time, were hur¬ 
riedly burled. To this end she devoted 
all of the time which could possibly be 
spared from tier other duties. 

Miss Barton's labors In this connec¬ 
tion were so valuable as to claim recog¬ 
nition from Secretary Stanton, who 
culled upon her to go to Andersonvllle 
nml assist in the identification of the 
dead that suitable stones might lie 
erected to mark their graves. Through 
her instrumentality many thousands of 
buried soldiers were disinterred, iden¬ 
tified and tenderly placed In marked 
graves. 

In ttie Franco-Prussiuti War. 

For a time after the close of the war 
Miss Barton lectured upon her work 
and experiences among the boys in 
blue. Overwork brought on a severe 
illness in ISt 19, from which she suffer¬ 
ed a long time, afterward going to 
Switzerland for a much-needed rest. 
But grim war seemed ever at hand to 
claim her attention. With the break¬ 
ing out of the Franoo-lTussian trouble 
she was asked to join the internation¬ 
al Red Cross Society in its labors en 
the battlefield. There she distinguished 
herself again by her remarkable ex¬ 
ecutive ability, as well as by faithful 
work among the sick and wounded. 
At the surrender of Metz she gave 
practical assistance, and was of inesti¬ 
mable service at the close of the siege 
of l’aris. As a result of her labors 
Miss Barton was decorated with the 
Iron Cross by the Emperor and Em¬ 
press of Germany. 

After her return to America Miss 
Barton worked for years before finally 
securing the adoption of the Red Cross 
treaty by the United States in 18S1. 

Miss Barton distributed relief in the 
Russian famine of 1892, headed an ex¬ 
pedition Iu the Armenian trouble of 
189ti, aud at the request of President 
McKinley earried relief to starving 
Cuba in 1898. She did personal field 
work in the Spanlsh-Amerlcan war, 
and conducted relief work at Galveston 
after the great tidal wave. 

Mr*. Logan’* Noble Record. 

Mrs. John A. Logan, the widow of

the hearts of the Civil War veterans 
and Is a worthy successor to the “An¬ 
gel of the Battlefield." Mrs. Ixjgau 
has been connected with the Red Cross 
for a number of years and has served 
as Its vice president for a long time. 

Huvana'g Golgotha. 

When Americans visit Havana they 
are confronted with many peculiar 
customs. One of the most startling 
and revolting is that which prevails in 
regard to the dead. Colon cemetery, 
abeautiful burial ground, laid out in 
romantic walks, arched with superb 
trees and adorned with costly monu¬ 
ments and classic cenotaphs, is the Iasi 
home tor all, grandee and peasant 
alike. 

The rainbow effects of the city's 
architecture are carried out here, as 
revealed in the various colors of tin* 
crosses which mark the graves; but 
suddenly, and without warning, the 
vision Is astonished with a grotesque 
contrast, which is truly a shocking 
commentary upon civilization. 

It appears that the ground in this 
cemetery is leased, not sold, and if 
after a term of five years the renewal 
rent is not paid the dead forfeit then- 
resting places. The bodies are ruth¬ 
lessly dug up and cast into a common 
heap, exposed to public view along 
with thousands of other skulls and 
bones of men. women and children 
who can never he traced by po-terily.

The rape question, which is receiv¬ 
ing so much attention in the West, is 
also receiving attention by the gov 
eminent. 

The present status of the rape ques¬ 
tion iu tiie United States may be sum¬ 
marized as follows; 

1. The only variety that need be 
given attention by the farmer is the 
Dwarf Essex. 

2. Nearly all the seed sown is im¬ 
ported from Europe, although it may 
be successfully grown south of the 
latitude of St. Louis and along the 
Pacific, but not iu the northern states 
as a rule or in Canada. 

3. It has the highest adaptation for 
cool and moist climate, but will grow 
in any state in the Union at some sea¬ 
son of the year if supplied with water. 

4. Tho soils for rape are good prob¬ 
ably in' tho order named: Volcanic 
ash, clay loam, sandy loam, clay, 
sandy. Any soil that, will grow good 
corn will grow good rape. 

5. It is practically impossible to 
make soils too rich for growing rape, 
especially when farm yard manure is 
applied or leguminous crops are bur¬ 
ied. 

(!. Rape seed limy be sown at any 
time of the year after wheat has been 
sown and where from GO to 90 days 
follow the sowing without any more 
frost. 

7. It may come anywhere in the 
rotation, but grows best on land tilled 
with decaying vegetable matter. 

8. It may lie sown in rows 20 to lit 
inches apart, and cultivated or broad¬ 
cast, according to the land and the 
condition of the same. It may bo 
sown (-specially on prairie soils with 
grain, along with the seed or after the 
grain is up on very rich soils,and also 
at the last cultivation given to the 
corn crop. 

9. In rows from one to two pounds 
of seed tire ample per acre and the 
same is true when sown in grain, but 
broadcast tis the sole crop from three 
to live pounds of seed are needed. 

10. As a rule rape is better grown 
alone than in mixtures when wanted 
for grazing or soiling food, and as a 
rule more grazing or soiling will be 
obtained if pasturing is deferred or 
cutting until the crop is well grown. 
As a rule more soiling food will be 
obtained from one cutting than from 
more cuttings made earlier. 

11. The best use of rape is in pro 
vidiug grazing for sheep aud lambs, i 
which, without grain, will fatten them 
in t>0 or 80 days when the rape is well 
grown. 

12. The next best use is in provid- | 
ing pasture for swine, which may be 1 
made to cover the entire season by 
sowing at intervals. 

13. The next best use is in provid- j 
ing pasture for calves and also for 
cattle, but the latter break it down 
much when grazing upon it. 

14. It is also good for horses, 
mares and colts uot at work, and for ] 
fowls of all kinds, but will taint the \ 
milk of dairy cows unless giveu them j 
only soon after they have been j 
"milked. 

15. There is some danger to sheep 
and cattle from bloat, hence they 
should be put upon it when the stom- 1 
ach has been well tilled, and left up- : 
on it if practicable. If not practica¬ 
ble to leave them thus, they should 

' never lie turned iii to graze when 
hungry. 

10. When rape and clover aud grass 
seeds are sown together and then 


grazed, a good stand of the grasses is 
usually secured, especially on prairie 
soils. 

17. The plan of sowing iu grain 
and then grazing the rape later is be¬ 
coming greatly popular on the prairie 
soils of the Mississippi basin, but it 
does not succeed so well on eastern 
or southern soils. 

18. Rape cannot lie cured for win¬ 
ter feeding nor made into ensilage. 

19. When properly managed it 
helps to clean land and to enrich it 
oh the surface.—Northwest Pacific 
Farmer. 


CARE IN FEEDING SKIMM1LK. 

Whole milk is the best of nature’s 
foods, but whole milk is seldom fed. 
In the operation of skimming the fat 
is removed, which changes the charac¬ 
ter of the food very materially. 
Skimmilk is rich in bone and flesh, 
forming material, but owing to the 
fat being removed, it is a very one¬ 
sided ration, having what is known as 
a narrow nutritive ratio. It has a 
great tendency to be constipating 
when fed alone to pigs. Many farm¬ 
ers have suffered much loss by feed¬ 
ing too much skimmed milk to young 
pigs when shut up in pens where they 
could not get to the ground or succu¬ 
lent food, such as grass and roots. 
The pigs usually look fat and welt 
until some morning, when being fed, 
some of them will take what is com¬ 
monly known as a fit and may die in¬ 
side of an hour. If they do recover 
and the food is not changed, they and 
their companions will show a dirty, 
scurvy appearance on the skin about 
the eyes, back of the ear and back of 
the shoulders, and the hair becomes 
curly, and tlie pig will have a tenden¬ 
cy to go around with his back hump¬ 
ed up. This is owing to a deranged 
condition of the digestive organs, 
which should be remedied by giving 
the pigs a dose of raw linseed oil, and 
then follow by giving plenty of suc¬ 
culent food, such as roots or grass, 
and plenty of exercise, i do not wish 
to be understood to condemn skimmed 
milk for food. It is one of the best of 
feeds, but it should not lie fed in 
great quantities to young pigs. A lit¬ 
tle ground flaxseed is an excellent 
thing to add to it.—Henry (1 louden- 
ning. 

SUGGESTIONS ON PRUNING. 

The following suggestions on prun¬ 
ing are made by Professor Maynard, 
of the Massachusetts Experiment Sta¬ 
tion : 

1. The knife or saw should never 
be used on fruit or ornamental trees 
unless there is good reason for so do¬ 
ing. 

2. Train all trees while young with 
a central leader or main shoot, and 
never allow two main branches to 
grow in such a way as to have the 
weight of the tree come upon the fork 
of the main trunk. 

3. When branches cross so as to lie 
injured by rubbing together, the 
weaker of the two should be cut out. 

4. Sucker or water sprouts should 
he thinned out before they have made 
much growth; but if the maiu 
branches are hare, or if the head is 
open in places, suckers should be al¬ 
lowed to grow where they will cover 
this condition. 

5. if large branches are to be re¬ 
moved, make the cut in the middle of 
the enlarged part where it joins the 
main branch or trunk and not quite 
in line with the face of the main 
branch or trunk. 

(!. Paint all wounds above one-half 
inch in diameter with linseed oil 
paint, gas tar or grafting wax. 

7. Never cut away the main 
branches of a tree if it can be avoid¬ 
ed, but thin out the head when it be 
comes crowded from the outside. 
This can be quickly done with a 
pruning hook on a long pole, and lit¬ 
tle or no injury will result, while if 
the large branches are cut from tho 
trunk the tree is weakened and soon 
dies or is broken down.

Thousands of Porto Ricans Live Like 
the Peons of Mexico. 

Nature has put u premium upon in¬ 
dolence in I’orto Rico, writes John Ball 
Osborne in the World's Work, for as 
an American official lias remarked a 
native, while lying in his hammock, 
can pick a banana with one hand and 
at the same time dig a sweet potato 
with one foot. The natives arc never¬ 
theless warm-hearted, law-abiding and 
Intelligent, honest and capable in busi¬ 
ness, public-spirited, and appreciative, 
for the most part, of the blessings be¬ 
stowed by their new government. Race 
prejudice and religious strife hardly 
exist. There is no alarming intemper¬ 
ance. There are no serious disputes 
between capital and labor, and there 
is no marked tendency toward social¬ 
ism. 

Two-fifths of the Porto Uicans are 
colored, cither pure negroes or niulat- 
toes. a proportion which is a tritie 
larger than in Cuba tone-third), but 
much smaller than in the ,-ugar pro¬ 
ducing British West Indies Islands 

With low rent, light cotton clothing, 
charcoal for cooking, and no heating 
problem, abundance of cheap native 
fruits and vegetables, fresh tisli on the 
coast, nnd the dried, salted tisli in tho 
interior, and witti temperate habits. 
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the Porto Rican laborer tinds a bate 
subsistence easily assured unless lie is 
handicapped with an unduly large aud 
unproductive family. Fresh meals are 
too expensive for him, however: lie re¬ 
lies for food on bananas. Leans and 
rice. In fact. 50 bananas or plantains 
tire frequently accepted as the equiv¬ 
alent of a day's wages of about ;M) 
cents. 

Tlii« condition of the tailoring class 
Is far from satisfactory. Thousands 
are upon a level with the peons of 
Mexico. They arc anemic in appear¬ 
ance; they live In squalid and verniin- 
hnunted huts, constructed of cane or 
hoards, with front and rear doors, and 
a shutter window, and often with a 
dirt floor. They dress scantily in Hie 
cheapest cotton stuffs, while their chil¬ 
dren below the age of 7 or 8 years run 
naked. They use primitive household 
utensils, and cook with a simple char¬ 
coal outfit; and at night their only 
light is the tallow candle, though, be¬ 
ing unable to read, they have little use 
for lietter Such. then, are the masses 
of Porto Rico, whom the Americans 
have begun to uplift to a higher sta¬ 
tus.

WEALTH OF THE CZAR. 

Nicholes 11 lias tin Income of $50,000,- 

OOO u Year World's Richest Man, 

1 1 was reported from St. Petersburg 
the other day. on semi-official author 
ity. thill tlie Czar had given the equiv¬ 
alent of $100,000,000. from his private 
treasury to Russia's war fund. If cor 
reef, this is the largest single gift ever 
made by an Individual donor to any 
cause. Rut the Czar can well afford 
it, for he is said lo be the richest man 
on earth. 

No living man can tell the full ex 
lent of Ids wealth, not even Baron 
FriodcrieliK, tlie Comptroller of the I in 
pcrial Household 

The official revenue of the Czar Is 
nearly jtio.oon.ouo per annum. It Is 
difficult to arrive at it exactly, for it 
Is paid in various ways and under 
many heads, nnd the sum total fluc¬ 
tuates from year to year. But $10,000. 
000 may he taken as a fair average. 

It Is only a sinnll part of his wealth, 
however, and the expense of maintain¬ 
ing ills royal state more than accounts 
for this vast sum. If he depended 
upon tils official Income ho would find 
It hard to make both endB meet. 

Ills expenditures are almost lncredi- 
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1 >I*-. It Is estimated that the inagnlfi 
cent state tinII which was given just 
;>s I lie war with Japan broke out cost 
over $1,(100.0(10. 

The Czar's gifts to the Orthodox 
Church in the course of tlie year aver 
age over $2,500,000. 

On the other band, the church turns 
over large revenues lo him, estimated 
to exceed the amount which it receives. 
With the exception of the Shall of 
Persia, the Czar owns a greater for¬ 
tune in diamonds and precious stones 
than any man In the world. 

When Nicholas II was crowned a 
few years ago. the Emir of Bokhara 
and the Khan of Khiva, his two prin¬ 
cipal vassal princes, vied with one an 
oilier in making him the richest gifts 
within their power. 

The Kliaii gave him a priceless rope 
of pearls, which is said to lie the fin 
e.si in the world, besides diamonds, 
emeralds, and rubies. Ilia presents are 
estimated to have been worth at the 
lowest computation, $2,500,000; but no 
price could really be put upon them. 

Iiis rival, the Emir, was not far be¬ 
hind him; and the Hetman of the Don 
Cossacks, Prince Svlatopoisk Mirski 
II.. came forward with some hand 
some contributions, as did all the lead 
ing nobles and princes of the Empire, 
to say nothing of foreign potentates.

The coldest city in the world Is 
Yakutsk. Eastern Siberia, in the em¬ 
pire of the czar and the Russians. It 
Is the great commercial emporium of 
East Siberia and the capital of the 
Province of Yakutsk, which, in most 
of its area of 1.517.0G3 square miles, 
ts a bare desert, tiie soil of which is 
frozen to a great depth.

. and 74 degrees from the mouth of tiie 
J j River Lena to the fartiiest point in- 
■ | habited by the Chookehees. Last year 
j a colporteur of the British and For- 
' eign Bible Society made a tour of 
p eleven weeks down the Lena, a river 
' 3.000 miles long, visiting Yakutsk and 
selling gospels in their own language 
i to the Yakuts in the villages along the
